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FEDERATION AND COLD 
STORAGE. 


The voting in Australia on the referendum 
to the people of the plan of Federation of the 
Colonies is conspicuously heavy in favor of 
the scheme. The Federal Enabling Bill, when 
it has passed all of its plebiscite and parlia- 
mentary stages, will create a central govern- 
mentofallofthe Australasian colonies, includ- 
ing Australia itselfp New Zealand, Tasmania 
and Fiji. When perfected, the federation will 
be similar to that of the Dominion of Canada. 
A similar plan for the federation of these col- 
onies was initiated by the late Sir Henry 
Parkes, about ten years ago, and failed, There 
was then not enough community of interest 
to cement the union of the several jealous 
separate governments. Strangely as it many 
sound, cold storage and the export meat in- 
dustry of the South Pacific have been the 
strong welding influences which have at- 
tracted the attention of all of the Colonial 
governments, and developed the federation 
sentiment which now crowds the enabling act 
through at the polls with a hurrah. Every 
colony, except Fiji, has been for some time 
tinkering with the cold storage question, and 
oversea carriage. With Tasmania, Queens- 
land, New South Wales and South Australia 
fruit plays an important part. With the other 
colonies, except “little Tassy,” it is a question 
of meat, tallow, oils, and butter. The effort 
has been to establish Government-aided colo- 
nial stores in the colonies and in Europe to 
develop the Australasian frozen meat trade 
to the widest extent. The drawback has been 
a lack of co-operation because of diverse local 
tariff laws, and of the development of domes- 
tic interests abroad through too many official 
channels. Under the Federal scheme a uni- 
form system can, and doubtless will, be for- 
mulated and carried out. The various individ- 
ual government measures and warehouse 
plans will now be brought to the Central Par- 
liament, and doubtless a general colonial sys- 
tem formulated and carried out both in Aus- 
tralasia and throughout Europe. There may- 
be the Government-aided cold stores in Eng- 
land, advocated by Queensland and New Zea- 
land; the central conserving warehouses and 
distributing depots, for Australia, advocated 
by Victoria, Queensland and New South 
Wales, and the cold-air subsidy to shipping 
companies so long urged upon the Australian 
Cabinets. When the Federal scheme is per- 
fected, we expect to see the subjects—cold 
storage and meat—which made the union 
theory a fact—step to the front, with the pa- 
ternal aid of the central government. The 
whole matter is of vital importance to Amer- 


ican food interests. 


AID TO EXPORTS. 


The export exposition and the expert sales- 
man are the best aids to extending the trade 
of our manufacturers in foreign countries. We 
expend millions of dollars in home expositions 
to show our own people the products of our 
factories, and upon demonstrators to instruct 
the people by taste and lectures as to the ex- 
cellence of our domestic foods. If equal en- 


ergy were shown in thus advertising our 
goods in those countries whose markets we 
seek, the result must be beneficial. 

A “pocket edition” of any of our great food 
shows well equipped with demonstrators in 
their own language might be exported to 
Europe, for instance, and travel from center 
to center to teach the people the virtues and 
the values of our products, creating both sen- 
timent and demand for our stuffs. The na- 
tional government could do worse than to vote 
un annual sum to forward an educational 
scheme of this kind. Agentsin foreign countries 
are a conventional, but the best slow way we 
have of reaching outside markets. But there 
is no guarantee that these representatives 
will use such agencies except as’ side lines. 
There is no special need for them to push the 
article. The best assistant to the product 
and to the agent himself is a diplomatic, 
shrewd, business-like personal representative 
of the factory who understands the language, 
social and commercial customs of the country 
to which he goes, as well as the interest and 
the article of the concern he represents. The 
business he creates the local agent or branch 
house could then handle. It is folly to send, 
say, to Russia, a man who could only speak 
English in that country. At best it has the 
merit of “front,” and looks ludicrous. The 
Muscovite who comes to this country for busi- 
ness purposes with only the vernacular of the 
Slav to aid him would be severely handi- 
capped. Our business men would simply stare 
at his temerity. But no foreigner comes here 
on a business mission of such a character 
who cannot speak either fair or excellent 
English. With the assistance of the movable 
foreign export exhibition and the able, diplo- 
matic agent who speaks after the manner of 
the people our trade abroad should soon find 
itself materially extended in other lands.

THE CREDIT AGREEMENT. 

After months of agitation of a question 
which has suggested itself to the packers for 
the last two years or more, we have finally 
succeeded in getting the interests together and 
into a credit agreement which can not but be 
of mutual benefit to the parties to it as well 
as to the legitimate trade throughout the ter- 
ritory affected. Banks have a system of ac- 
counts and it is only by this associated ar- 
rangement that they can exist. The success of 
all financiering lies in the judicious outlay of 
money and the collection of it with the least 
possible expense and delay. The necessity of 
this is apparent to any business man. 

The National Provisioner has watched the 
drift in the past, studied the causes which 
contributed to this disorganization of trade 
accounts which chattel mortgages, bills of 
sale, and judgments on delinquent accounts so 
plainly evidenced, and came out squarely for 
a credit agreement among the dealers to res- 
eue the trade from its embarrassment. A 


healthy condition of business rests upon a live 
money basis. Stuff going out must see its 
payment in sight or a degree of uncertainty 
and glut will set in to disturb the profitable

financing of the business which indulges in 
such expensive folly. We do not wish to laurel 
our brow for the success of our efforts in 
bringing about the existence of this financial 
understanding for handling credits, but The 
National Provisioner is glad that the Greater 
New York packers’ credit agreement is a fact, 
and, naturally, is gratified at the fruits of 
its efforts in bringing it out of its two years’ 
dreamy existence to active life because we be- 
lieve that it is essential and will give a better 
tone to trade. The agreement goes into force 
next Monday, August 7, and will run until 
further orders, or a dishonorable break. 


VALE ALGER. « 


The retirement of General Alger from the 
portfolio of war, in spite of his friendly pub- 
lic statement and the apparent cordiality be- 
tween the War Secretary and the President, 
will be credited to other than the real causes. 
In view of the pregnant incidents of the im- 
mediate past this action on the part of an im- 
portant member of the Cabinet in the middle 
of his term of office, and in the midst of stir- 
ring events which require a practical hand can 
receive but one interpretation by trained men 
of political affairs. 

Without wishing to discuss the political as- 
pect of the situation or the personality of the 
ex-Secretary himself, we cannot but feel that 
the retirement of the Secretary of War under 
all of the circumstances of the case will have 
a bad moral effect upon our meat and provi- 
sion industry in foreign countries and upon 
the diplomatic efforts of our own Govern- 
ment to overcome the calumnies which the 
commanding general invited against our most 
important industry. 

Whether the Secretary of War voluntarily 
retired from his high office or not does not 
materially affeet the position, for those who 
desire—and there are hosts who desire—to 
place another interpretation upon his action 
will do so. Those whose purpose this act of 
General Alger’s suits are the home and for 
eign detractors of our food products. To them 
the exit of the Secretary will mean a moral 
reversal of the past acts of the War Office 
by Mr. McKinley and a virtual repudiation 
of the late doings of the Commissary De- 
partment; the Courts of Inquiry and much of 
the beneficent work of the Agricultural De 
partment. We know that the retirement of 
the head of the War Department has nothing 
to do with these things, and that it was purely 
a personal matter, with a Michigan cause, 
but this will no more influence those who de- 
sire to think and to say otherwise now than 
the patent falsity of their position did some 
time ago when they wished to say unkind and 
ungrateful things. 

The resignation of Secretary Alger will 
have momentarily a bad effect, we fear, upon 
our moat and provision industry abroad in- 
asmuch as it will furnish those who desire it 
the opportunity and the excuse for renewed 
hostility to and action against our superb 
table products. This Cabinet change will be 
misconstrued; its cause will be falsely as- 


signed, enlarged upon, and badly reflected 


in Europe. The “I-told-you-so”’ press of 
America will say, “I’ve told you Alger must 
go, and he went.” In the meantime our great 
packinghouse industry must fight for its hon 
est character while this event is catering to 
the politicians and the reckless scandalmon- 
gers who respect neither private character, 
businegs reputation nor national honor, 
General Alger, it is generally conceded, was 
the mouthpiece of the Administration and 
therefore every act of his was a well advised 
one of the Cabinet. The Administration 
recedes from no act of its War Secretary nor 
apologizes for any. So far as provisioning 
the army is concerned the War Office is above 
reproach and would not suffer from fair criti- 
cism, No army in history was ever so well fed. 
History will lift the retiring War Minister 
above the passion and greed of the day and 
accord him that ocial credit which the preju- 
diced organs of his time will not concede to 
his administration. In view of all the facts 
and incidents in the recent past, meat and 
provisious regret that they must lift their 
head to again be unnecessarily cracked by the 
old enemy, Vale Alger! Your temperament 
was your worst foe. You have done yourself 
and your country’s food more harm than years 
as a United States Senator from Michigan 


will ever repay. Vale!

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THE NEW YORK PRODUCE 
EXCHANGE. 


The fact is that memberships of the New 
York Produce Exchange have steadily de- 
creased in value, until but a great deal less 
than $100 can be realized at public auctions 
or private sales. This humiliating fact deserves 
the most serious attention from all members 
of this great metropolitan institution. The 
time when such memberships cost nearly 
$5,000 a piece is not so very distant in the 
past. The New York Produce Exchange as 
to the number and standing of its members 
ought still to continue to be one of the great 
est mercantile associations in the world. It 
has assets which, if realized and distributed 
among the members, could bring to each mem- 
bership about forty times the value that is at 
present put upon it by the trade. As to the 
amount of business which could and ought to 
be handled by its members the New York 
Produce Exchange should easily equal any 
exchange in the United States. Its legiti- 
mate control extends over trades which are 
continually increasing, both in volume and 
in importance for the international commerce, 
which, through its efforts, ought to concen- 
trate in the greatest American port. This 
perpetual dwindling of the commercial value 
of membership is distinctly outrageous, hu 
miliating, detrimental. The members them- 
selves share the full responsibility with the 
governing board. Their own indifference up- 
holds any and all official incompetency. Some- 
thing decisive has to be done, and this at 
once. Wake up, gentlemen, and do your 
duty! 


GERMANY AND THE UNITED 
STATES. 


The Chamber of Commerce of Frankfurt 
a M. has just published its annual report for 
the year 1898, Among the many interesting 
details of the volume, nearly 400 pages, we 
zive the remarks of the most important com 
mercial body of the leading South German 
City on the 
RELATIONS OF THE UNITED STATES OF 

AMERICA. 

For years the United States has been one of 
the most important commercial centers for 
Germany. Its cultivation and further devel 
opment stands at present so decidedly in the 
foreground of our economical cares that all 
measures in the line of custom duties have to 
be preceded by the most thorough and unbi 
ased examinations. The pronouncement and 
establishment of any one-sided standpoint of 
interest would be nowhere less appropriate 
than in relation to the American Federation, 
which develops economically so quickly and 
which recently gave a much more extensive 
expansion to the spheres of-its interest by the 
transition to a forceful policy of expansion. 
In reference to the production of cereals next 
te Russia and Argentine Republic, the world’s 
center of food, equipped with all conditions 
for an enormous extension in the production 
of metals, and in the sphere of industries 
showing in many branches a degree of devel 
opment which boldly starts in competition on 
the international field, the United States now 
meets the old world from which they only 
separated themselves 116 years ago. A feder 
ation of States of such extension, with a pop 
ulation rapidly increasing and able to con 
sume, cannot surround itself for any length 
of time with a wall of high custom duties; the 
more the domestic production of merchandise 
increases, the more urgent will be the need of 
placing the surplus in foreign countries, and 
hy that alone, the walls erected by duties will 
fall and all merchandise will finally have to 
be purchased where the most favorable condi 
tions for their production are to be found. 
Grermany has no tariff treaty with the United 
States, but only the right of the most favored 
nation started in 1828 and since that time in 
use, This most simple form of treaty antici 
pates indeed autonomous tariffs on both sides 
which are not liable to work distinctly pro 
hibitory by their amount and the importation 
of merchandise from one part of the treaty to 
the territery of the other. By the last tariff 
legislation of America already changes in the 
exchange of merchandise resulted to the det 
riment of the German export, changes which 
give food for thought. The statistics of the 
German imports from the United States show 
with the exception of barley, fresh food and 
meal, nothing but increases, while the 
German export to the Union shows an in- 
crease only with fifteen minor articles and 
decrease with twenty-five. It is hardly to be 
presumed that in the near future better re- 
lations should develop for our export industry. 
We fear on the contrary that the figures will 
change more and more to our detriment and 
then the question will present itself whether 
a treaty of the most favored nation without 
reduction in the duties of the other part, can 
have any value whatever left for us. 

Of the statistics mentioned above, we cite 
here only such items which are of interest to 
our readers. They show an increase of Amer 
ican exports to Germany in 1898 over figures 
of 1897 in donble hundred weights of 17,000 
in hams, 109,000 in bacon, of 22,000 in sau 
sages, of 472,000 in oil cake, of 211,000 in 
lard, of 63,000 in tallow, and of 6,700 in 
stearine, .

PRESSURE OVER SELLING THROUGH 
THE YELLOW FEVER REPORTS. 
SHARP DECLINES IN PRICES, FOL- 
LOWED BY A NERVOUS UNSET- 
TLED FEELING—DEPENDING UP- 
ON FURTHER REPORTS FROM 
THE SOUTH—THE PACKERS GATH.- 
ERING UP THE CHEAP OFFER- 
INGS—CASH DEMANDS FAIRLY 
ACTIVE ON EXPORT ACCOUNT AT 
THE DECLINES. 


What has been feared by many speculative 
operators, and which has kept some of them 
very quiet latterly, developed this week. It 
had been thought by some portion of the 
trade that the chances of danger to the trad- 
ing from yellow fever report were becoming 
very small on the advancing season, partic- 
ularly as all through July reports of health 
conditions south were of a highly encouraging 
order. The news from Hampton, Va., on 
Monday, therefore, took the entire trade by 
surprise, and probably occasioned more excite- 
ment and more radical selling than would 
have resulted with some expectations of sick- 
ness at any point south. It is not so much 
the actual interruption of business with the 
South, as current quarantining there would 
not materially interfere with distributions of 
supplies; as it is the feeling, and which is 
usual on any report of yellow fever at any 
locality in the South, that the sickness may 
spread, while recognizing that there is now 
adays prompt action of the authorities at all 
points South to bar the doors, and to pre 
vent traffic with any direction. It is the pos- 
sibility of a report coming out at any time 
that makes a bullish tendency of the hog 
products so uncertain through the summer 
months. All speculators feel that they may 
be caught with long holdings and that a bull 
temper with beautiful surroundings at this 
time of the year may within twenty-four 
hours, or in a few moments for that matter, 
be displaced by panicky conditions and all 
through the cropping out of a case or two 
of yellow fever, which might or might not 
interfere temporarily with shipments of the 
products to the South, but which cause so 
much alarm and more in relation to possibil- 
ities, that the desire at once is to sell, while 
the prices to be obtained are least considered. 
It is to be regretted that the week brought 
out the unfavorable reports, since the trad- 
ing was recovering from the weakness early 
in the previous week, the cash demands were 
reviving and there was every indication of a 
good tone of affairs for the near future, and 
a satisfactory showing of the general position. 
But there will probably be from this along, 
at least through Angust, a greater apprehen- 
sion of other cases of yellow fever developing, 
and it is now uncertain the drift of affairs. 
It is without doubt that the spilling out of 
long stuff early in the week was of that im- 
petuous order that the market was carried un- 
reasonably low, and that reaction had ought 
to-come about, yet if there are other cases of 
the sickness reported, or more particularly a 
spreading of it, if not more than a case or 


two develops at other sections, the position 
is likely to take on more feverishness. The 
feeling among the packers is to take in all of 
the cheap stuff confing out; they recognize that 
provisions ought to be good property, while 
that it is a question of a little time only when 
prices must adjust themselves to a proper 
basis, as based upon the active consumption 
in Kurope and this country, and that when 
all danger from sickness South is over, and 
probably at a nearer time in the event of fears 
being allayed, that there will be assistance to 
a stronger position in returning confidence 
among outside investors. There has not 
been any especial loss of trade with the South 
this week; indeed, buying orders thence have 
been of rather liberal volume, while the ex- 
porters took advantage of the scare and 
bought more freely. When meats were ob- 
tained on the break on Monday at 25 points 
decline and pork at 57¢e to 60c per bbl. off, 
with lard then 17 points down, it was natural 
that a number of orders which had been 
held at a limited price should be closed out, 
while many buyers took the chances of 
further unfavorable reports and bought lib- 
erally. Since then there have been small re- 
actions, followed by declines and generally 
unsettled look to affairs, which it will take 
a few days to clearly settle, even in the event 
of nothing further of a disturbing character 
from the South. There has been no dispo- 
sition to go short of the market; the busi- 
ness has been essentially in closing out of long 
holdings and their takings principally by the 
packers. The stocks at Chicago on the first 
of the month were rather larger than had been 
expected, and some idea of this caused a small 
decline on last Saturday’s market. The hog 
receipts have not been of more than moderate 
volume this week, and this feature would 
have had a steadying effect, with absence of 
the unusual conditions referred to. The New 
York market has been fairly well held: there 
has been a fair amount of trading here in 
pickled hams, shoulders and bellies at steady 
prices, more to local and nearby markets, 
while Continental and United Kingdom mar 
kets have been taking fair quantities of bel- 
lies and city lard. while they would take 
Western lard more freely if they were able 
to get it at prices to conform to the recent 
decline on futures at the West; but cash prop- 
erty all around is held more firmly than the 
options. The Continent demand for refined 
lard is moderately active. The Cuban de- 
mands are without especial vitality, but a 
steady moderate amount of business is pro- 
ceeding. 


The Chicago stocks were larger than had 
been looked for of lard, of which there were 
held on the first of the month 220,933 tes. 
contract, against 174,789 tes. July 1, and 208,- 
916 tes. August 1 last year; of short ribs 
stocks were 44,752,688 IDs., against 46,013,354 
Ths. July 1, and 36,223,852 Ws. August 1, 
1898: of sweet pickled hams, stocks August 
1 31,812,140 ths.. against 32,738,549 Ths. July 
1, and 45,203,191 Ms. August 1, 1898; stocks 
of mess pork, new, 100,688 bbls. against 
101,036 bbls. July 1, and 75.512 bbls. August 
1, 1898. 


In New York stocks 16.313 tes. prime lard, 
756 tes. off grade and 786 tes. stearine; total. 
17.855 tes.; against 15,035 tes. July 15, and 
16.453 tes. August 1, 1898; of pork, 9,814 
bbls. old and new, against 9,354 bbls. last 
month, and 20,381 bbls. August 1, 1898. 

Beef hams are a little more freely offered, 








while the moderate demand is satisfied at 
easier prices; car lots quoted at $27@27.50. 

Canned meats not changed in price; trading 
fairly active; 1-Tb. cans at $1.15, 2-Th. cans at 
$2.10; 4-TD. cans at $4.15; 6-ID. cans at $6.85; 
14-Th. cans at $14.75 per dozen, in cases. 

Chicago shipments last week were 3,288 
bbls. pork, 7,951,569 Ids. lard and 18,328,846 
Ibs. meats; corresponding week last year, 
4,132 bbls. pork, 5,629,665 Ibs. lard and 20, 
366,739 IDs. meats. 

Exports from Atlantic ports last week were 
4,844 bbls. pork, 12,096,981 Ibs. lard and 
16,019,123 IDs. meats; corresponding week last 
year 3,098 bbls. pork, 6,515,402 IDs. lard and 
13,972,664 IDs. meats. 

The export business in New York last week 
included 1,250 tes.

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Death of Alfred Churchman. 


Alfred Churchman, who had been a member 
of the Produce Exchange since its organiza- 
tion, died early this week at the age of 78 
years. Mr. Churchman had not been well 
for several weeks, yet up to a few days be- 
fore his death he had been on the Exchange 
daily, and where he longed to be with old and 
young associates. No man was daken to 
more kindly by fellow members of the Ex- 
change. Although well along in life, his spir- 
its were youthful, and he had a charm of 
manner which made him the companion of 
every one, while loved by all. The locality 
of the trading floor of the Exchange where 
the old gentleman moved about mostly, 
“seems dead nowadays,” said some of the 





members, and “cheerfulness has gone out of 
it.” His funeral was attended by a large 
body of young and old men from the Ex- 
change. Mr. Churchman at one time was one 
of the most active traders of the Exchange; 
it has been in recent years only that his busi- 
ness has been confined to the provision in- 
terests. Old time traders will recall the firm 
of Churchman & Roberts, which many years 
ago did a large business in breadstuffs as well 
as provisions, and indeed a general commis- 
sion trading. 





The Gratuity Fund. 


It is understood that the committee ap 
pointed two or three months since to look into 
the Gratuity Fund system of the Exchange 
and suggest such changes as would be advis- 
able, in consideration of the large death rate 
with the consequent burdensome  assess- 
ments, will wind up their labors with this 
week, after having extensively gone over the 
situation, and will in a very few days report 
to the Board of Managers results of their de- 
liberations. It is believed that some impor- 
tant and highly satisfactory amendments will 
be suggested for action of the Exchange 
members. As there have been a good many 
inquiries of members as to when the commit 
tee would be ready to report, the above is 
written for their information.

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NEW REMEDY FOR TUBER- 


CULOSIS. 

The following, dated June 26, 1899, has been 
received from Commercial Agent Atwell, of 
Roubaix: 

A new method of treating bronchial and pul- 
monary diseases has recently been called to 
the atteygtion of the Academy of Medicine by 
Dr. Mendel. The treatment is_ specially 
recommended for tuberculosis. 

He injects daily into the bronchial tube es- 
sence of eucalyptus, thyme and cinnamon, 
held in solution in olive oil. The oil in de- 
scending slowly comes into contact with the 
walls of the tube and the upper lungs. The 
gas that is set free saturates the air in the 
lungs and acts on the mucus membranes as 
far as the air penetrates. 

Dr. Mendel has thus far treated sixteen tu- 
berculosis patients and two suffering from 
simple bronchitis. In all these cases he has 
noted, after a treatment of one or two weeks, 
a lessening or complete cessation of the 
cough and expectoration, as well as a return 
of sleep, appetite and strength.

Shipment of Cattle to Cuba. 

The Secretary of Agriculture has decided 
to change the regulations recently issued for 
the free admission of cattle into Cuba for the 
next year, so as to provide for the location of 
department inspectors at Cuban ports instead 
of American ports, as was contemplated by 
the order as at first drawn. The change is 
made at the instance of the War Department 
and is intended to permit the admission of cat- 
tle from other countries upon the same terms 
as from the United States. The portions of 
the regulations as at first drafted requiring 
the stock to be graded and also immune from 
fever will be retained, 

It is believed that these requirements will 
result in the practical limitation of the cattle 
to American stock, as the South American 
animals would not generally be graded, and 
those from Europe would not be immune as 
a rule. The new regulation will permit the 
shipment of cattle from any port of the Uni- 
ted States, but they will have to stand the 
test. They will require that cattle admitted 
free shall be at least half-bloods. Any cattle 
sent contrary to the regulations will only be 
admitted upon the payment of the usual tar- 
iff. 





Senor Escalante, claiming to be a practical 
Cuban farmer, claims that the scheme of im- 
porting 50,000 head of American cattle to the 
Island of Cuba is not practicable on account 
of the difficulty of getting the animals accus- 
tomed to the climate, After the war of 1868 
the Spanish government authorized the im- 
portation of cattle from other places than the 
United States, and those brought to Cuba at 
that time were found, it is said, to acclimatize 
better than American cattle, 





A Big Ranch. 

J. Edward Addicks, of Delaware, has pur- 
chased from the A. T. & S. F. Railroad, 1,- 
200,000 acres of farming land in Arizona. 
This stretch of land oecupies a larger part 
of Yavipa county, and is as large as the State 
of Delaware. It is one of the best sheep- 
raising sections in the West; and its great ad- 
vantages lie in the fact that this stock can 
live and thrive in the winter in the valley por- 
tions. The sections differ in temperature 
about thirty degrees, although only a few 
miles apart.

A. A. Libby Laid, to Rest. 


The funeral services of Arthur A. Libby, 
the pioneer Chicago packer, who died at Pasa- 
dena, Cal., were held at the residence of the 
deceased in Michigan avenue, Chicago, on 
July 26. The pallbearers were a number of 
the oldest employees of the firm which Mr. 
Libby had built up, and the services were 
conducted by Dr. C. Elwood Nash, of Lom- 
bard University, Galesburg. 





DANISH VS. AMERICAN BACON. 


A curious fact in connection with foreign 
bacon and hams is that whilst the average 
price of American bacon is 21s 9d per cwt. 
the average price of Canadian bacon is 37s 
2d, and of Danish 53s 1d. One reason for 
this great difference between the prices of 
Danish and American bacon is that the 
Danes have for many years been importing 
the large and middle white Yorkshire breeds, 
which are so invaluable for crossing. They 
have also partially adopted the English fash- 
ion of curing, and this, of course, is greatly 
in their favor in English markets. The Ca- 
nadians have also to some extent adopted the 
same policy. The favorite pig in America is 
the Poland China, which, however well it 
may be adapted for fattening, is very short of 
lean meat, and the trade for excessively fat 
bacon is not a very ready one nowadays. 
Yorkshire Post. 

Butter for Manila. 

A car of butter from Senator George W. 
Hanna’s Elgin creameries at Clay Centre, 
Kan., was recently shipped to San Francisco 
for the Orient and Philippines trade. This

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Negotiations are still progressing toward 
thecombining of alarge numberof cold storage 
warehouse companies throughout the country. 
Recently several of the promoters went 
to London for the purpose of interesting suf- 
ficient capital for the new company, which is 
$12,000,000. The chief promoter of the con- 
svlidation is said to be Graham Smith, presi- 
dent of the Union Cold Storage Co., of Chi- 
cago. Wm. H, Gibson, of the Linde Com- 
pany, when questioned on Wednesday, said: 
“We have given no option and we are not 
trying to promote the consolidation. I con- 
sider the plan a practical one, however, al- 
though I cannot say what will come of it. 
The idea is not to secure any monopoly of the 
cold storage business, but to have a cold stor- 
age warehouse in all the large cities in the 
North and West, such warehouse to be situ- 
ated near the railroad terminal. It is also 
proposed that the company shall run its re- 
frigerator cars as the large packinghouses do. 
It would then be in a position to gather goods 
in the West into its own warehouses, ship 
them in its own cars and distribute them 
from its own warehouse in the East. 


The Virginia-Carolina Chemical Company 
has filed papers, signed by Samuel B. Morgan, 
president, and S. Danby Crenshaw, secretary, 
increasing its stock from $12,000,000 to $24,- 
000,000. This company owns at present thir- 
ty-six fertilizer concerns in the South and the 
increase in capital is made for the purpose of 
acquiring additional properties.

CATTLE.—A slightly larger volume of cat- 
tle has been coming into this market for the 
past week, and there is an apparent increase 
at all the outside Western points. But there 
has been rather better demand, especially for 
Eastern and export account, and trade has 
been of an agreeable character for all fair to 
choice qualitied fat steers, the highest prices 
of the week having been made on middle days 
when receipts were heavy, being one of the 
best features of the trade. General condition 
of the market does not present any change for 
the week; there is none too great percentage 
of fully fat native cattle coming, and we look 
for present prices to be well sustained, even 
after the Western rangers begin coming, but 
there is a large proportion of steers coming 
that will be apt to sell lower in the near fu- 
ture unless there is a big falling off in the num- 
ber of them coming, the cattle that now go as 
“pretty good” at around $5.40 and from these 
down the line to thin native grassers are the 
ones that will get a hard end of the bargain 
in range competition. A few of these rang- 
ers are looked for to arrive here next week, 
but they will not furnish a regular market 
feature before the last weeks of August and, 
for the next two weeks, we look for little 
change from current range of $4.90@5.60 for 
bulk of dressed beef, shipping and export 
steers—but the choice shippers and exporters 
selling this week at $5.60@5.80 with an ex- 
treme top at $5.90 for fancy 1,100-pound 
beeves; common light grass natives are meet- 
ing slow sale at $4.25@4,.75. The above prices 
quoted are fully steady on choice to possibly 
10 or 15 cents lower on common and medium 
steers compared with one week ago. 

The outside demand for stock cattle has not 
improved materially during the week, sup- 
plies have not been large, but fully ample for 
all immediate wants of the trade, and prices 
have held about stationary at $4.40 to around 
$4.75 for fair to choice feeders, $3.50@4.25 
for stock steers, and $3.25@3.80 for stock 
heifers. 

The market has been quite well supplied 
with butcher cattle, but there has been good 
demand, and prices have been well sustained 
for good fat offerings, but showed weaker 
turn for common and medium grades on mid 
dle days of the week. Veal calves have not 
heen as plentiful as for previous week, and 
ure selling a point or two higher at around 
$6.50 for fancy. Cow stock may go some 
lower with the opening of the range season. 

HOGS.—Receipts of hogs have fallen off se 





verely during the past week, will run around 


30,000 less than for the previous week. But 


the falling off has not been able to check the 
bearish influence of yellow fever news, es- 
pecially at a time when live hog prices are 
relatively higher than board of trade quota- 
tions on hog products. The market has been 
unsatisfactory to the selling interest, and it is 
altogether probable that many country deal- 
ers have lost money. Monday’s market held 
fairly steady to a shade higher than close last 
week, but Tuesday, with only 12,000 hogs 
here the market broke 10@12 cents and only 
the very choice butchers and bacon weights 
showed any strength on Wednesday when 
supply was but 23,000. At this writing prices 
current are 15@20 cents lower than high 
point of the week, and the packers are 
not supporting the market in a way to inspire 
confidence. For the next few weeks the 
country should operate with extreme caution, 
as the market condition is apt to be influenced 
largely by news from the fever districts of 
the South. 

Quality of hogs coming has deteriorated 
somewhat of late, a condition usually arising 
at this season of the year, and there has been 
a spread in the range of prices, the spread for 
load lots; common to best is 30@40 cents, and 
it should be particularly noted that not more 
than one-fourth of the receipts will sell with- 
in 10@15 cents of top of the market. Good 
solid corn-fed butcher and bacon weights are 
top getters, while some weights that have 
been summering in clover lots and stubble 
fields are discriminated against and must sell 
at a go-as-you-please basis to the packers. 
This discrimination may be expected to con- 
tinue from now on until cold weather. 

Bulk of hogs for the week have sold be 
tween $4.30@4.45, but with an extreme range 
for car lots of $4.10@4.60 on middle days of 
the week. 

SHEEPP.—Receipts of sheep have not been 
as large as for the previous week, but so far

provision pit this week. It started on Mon- 
day on the report of a number of cases of the 
scourge at the National Soldiers’ Home, at 
Hampton, near Newport News. On this morn- 
ing holders of pork, lard and ribs dropped 
their holdings of those commodities as if they 
were infected with the virus of the dread dis- 
ease, Pork lost 5744e., lard and ribs 20c, on 
the day’s decline. On Tuesday the market 
showed a little firmness, but on Wednesday 
some irresponsible idiot started the story that 
vellow fever had been discovered at New 
This was absolutely untrue, but 
nevertheless the market dropped about 10c. 
in almost as many seconds. Up to the ena of 
last week provisions had lost about half the 
advance made since early in June, and had 
of late showed considerable steadiness. There 
had been a good deal of profit taking by the 
big people who are long; there had been some 
enforced liquidation by outsiders who did not 
get bullish until the eleventh hour, The peo- 
ple who make and distribute provisions are 
rather friendly to them. Everything pointed 
to a good advance, but this miserable bugaboo 
f yellow fever put in its appearance, That 
people should not have to eat where there is

yellow fever may be, Stocks of provisions 
in Chicago at the close of business on July 31 
were about as expected on pork and lard, but 
1,000,000 pounds less on short ribs.

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HOPEFUL IN THE NORTHWEST. 


President T. H. Wheeler, of the T. H. 
Wheeler Company, West Washington Mar- 
ket, has returned to New York City from his 
extended trip through the Northwest. As Mr. 
Wheeler is a large stock owner himself, and 
one of the best posted men in the cattle and 
meat business, any observations he makes are 
of interest to the trade. In speaking of the 
stock and crop conditions of the country 
through which he went, he said: ““Feed crops 
are late; some have to appearances been 
greatly injured by the dry spell, but if 
rain comes in time it is claimed that 
they will yet pull through and yield a 
good average for feeding purposes. In 
Kansas the corn crop has every appear- 
ance of being very large, hence we should 
have some fine cattle from that quarter. 
Sheep and cattle have had a hard winter, but 
the smaller owners have taken care of their 
stock, nurtured them, and the market may 
expect a lot of fine stock from this quarter. 
The high price of meat on the hoof induced 
the farmers to put cattle on their places, and 
thus get a higher price for their grain in the 
form of meat. When these come into the 
market I do not anticipate that shortage 
which present appearances indicate. We 
may reasonably expect the usual amount 
of grassers, but a bit late, when all 
stock start for the yards. There was 
a lot of feeding done last fall and 
winter, therefore, we may look for a 
good per cent. of fine hand-fed beef and mut- 
ton during the summer. Upon the whole, the 
feed and stock conditions in the Northwest 
are now favorable. The smaller growers have 
come to the rescue of the large runs and of 
the market, The inducements of a high live 
stock market have favored this. As com- 
pared with last year, I do not think the out- 
look so gloomy as was anticipated.” 

Mr. Wheeler was of the general opinion 
that present prices would stand in about their 
present height, Stock has been fed through the 
winter on dear feed, and must realize a round 


figure to let the owners out at a profit. Even 
grassers had to be wintered at expense, and 
must carry this cost on their bodies in the 
market. Mr. Wheeler is cheerful and hope- 
ful, and doesn’t feel as if the stock or meat 
trade has or will receive a black eye.

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Preparing Stuffed Eggs for the Table. 


Put six eggs into lukewarm water, bring to 
boiling point and simmer gently for twenty 
minutes; remove the shells and’ cut the eggs 
into halves lengthwise; rub the yolks to a 
powder, adding gradually two tablespoonfuls 
of melted butter, half a teaspoonful of salt, 
a dash of pepper, and, if you like, a few drops 
of onion juice.

FOREIGN MEAT INSPECTION 
REQUIREMENTS. 


Department of State, 
Washington, July, 29, 1899. 
Editor The National Provisioner, New York: 

Dear Sir:—I enclose proof of a report by 
Consul General Gowdy, of Paris, on the im- 
portation of meat into France, made in an- 
swer to inquiries by you. The report will ap- 
pear in Advance Sheets of Consular Reports, 
August 5, 1899. Very respectfully, 

Michael Scanlon, 
Acting Chief, Bureau of Foreign Commerce. 

Refrigerated beef coming from America is 
admitted into France in accordance with the 
official decree of May 26, 1888, concerning 
fresh meats imported from abroad. Such 
meat must be imported through the customs 
office specially designated for that purpose 
and must undergo a sanitary inspection at the 
port of entry. The tariff for this inspection 
is 1 france (19.3 cents) per 100 kilograms 
(220.46 pounds), and for no fraction of that 
weight. 

In accordance with this decree, the meat 
should be presented as complete animals, 
either entire or cut in halves or quarters, ac- 
cording to the usual custom of the butchers. 
The different pieces must correspond exactly, 
with the lungs naturally attached, and the ad- 
hering intestines of the chest and stomach 
should bear no trace of “scraping or scratch- 
ings.” 

Fresh pork is not allowed to enter France. 
In accordance with a decree of December 4, 
1891, salted pork alone can be imported un- 
der certain conditions, the most important 
being that the pork must be thoroughly salted. 

The decree in full, which appeared in the 
Journal Officiel of December 5, 1891, 
follows: 

The President of the French Republic, upon 
the report of the Minister of Agriculture, 


Considering the decrees of the 18th of Feb 
ruary, 1881, ahd of December 28, 1883, in 
virtue whereby the importation into France 
of salt pork originating from the United 
States of America was forbidden; 

Considering the measures taken by the Gov- 
ernment of the United States to insure within 
its territory the sanitary inspection of meats 
intended for exportation; 

Considering the advice of the Ministers of 
Foreign Affairs, Treasury, of the Interior, of 
Commerce and Industry,

Decrees: 

Article 1. Salted pork coming from the Uni- 
ted States of America can be imported into 
France at the points on the frontier which 
will be determined by decree. 

Art. 2. Before the unloading of the goods, 
the importers must produce for each consign- 
ment a certificate delivered by the inspector 
of the Department of Agriculture, appointed 
by the Government of the United States to 
watch the establishments in which the animals 
have been slaughtered and the meat has been 
dressed, stating that the said meat is of ani- 
mals in a perfect state of health, and is fit 
for consumption. 

The cases containing this meat must bear 
the stamp of the official inspector who has 
undertaken the sanitary examination of the 
meat, 

The entry upon the territory of the Repub- 
lie will be refused to all consignments which 
have not complied with the conditions in- 
dicated above. 

Art. 3. After unloading, the meat is sub- 
mitted to the sanitary inspectors designated 
by the Minister of Agriculture, charged to 
assure themselves of its wholesomeness and 
that it is thoroughly salted. 

All meat recognized as unfit for consump- 
tion will be destroyed in the presence of these 
sanitary inspectors. 

Art. 4. The custom-house officials will grant 
free entry into the territory of the Republic 
only to the meats mentioned in article 1, on 
the presentation of the inspector’s certificate 
provided for in article 3, stating that the 
meats have been recognized to be healthy and 
fit for public consumption, 

Art. 5. The expense of the service of inspec- 
tion prescribed by article 3 will be paid by 
the importers, according to a tax fixed by de- 
cree rendered on the proposition of the Min- 
ister of Agriculture according to the advice of 
the consulting committee on epizooty. This 
tax will be paid at the office of the collector 
of customs, 

Art. 6. Are and will remain canceled the 
decrees of February 18, 1881, and of Decem- 
ber 28, 1883, as well as all dispositions which 
are contrary to the present decree. 

Art. 7. The Minister of Agriculture, the 
Minister of the Interior, the Minister of Com- 
merce, of Industries and the Colonies, and the 
Minister of the Treasury, are charged, each, 
as to that which concerns him, with the ex- 
ecution of the present decree, which will come 
into effect on the Ist of January, 1892. 

Done at Paris the 4th of December, 1891. 

As to preserved meat (so called), up to the 
present time its importation has not been sub- 
jected to any sanitary regulations on the part 
of the French authorities. Its introduction 
is subject to the payment of the duties pro- 
vided for in article 19 of the customs tariff, 
as follows: 

Preserved meats in cans, 20 francs ($3.86) 
per 100 kilograms (220.46 pounds), if direct 
to France from the United States, or 23.60 
frances ($4.54),if through another HBuropean 
port or depot. This includes the weight of 
the tins or pots and the exterior packing. 

[The above is in reply to inquiries made by 
The National Provisioner some time ago. We 
are pleased to add this information to the im- 
portant reports which we have recently pub- 
lished on the subject.] 


THE SELF-PLUNDERING GROCER. 


He belongs to a close of retailers of the som- 
nambulist order, in that, commercially speak- 
ing, he unconsciously jeopardizes his exist- 
ence. An instance of his bad habits came to 
our notice the other day in the purchase of 
two pounds of coffee for sixty cents. Upon 
reweighing the package we found that we 
had received two and a quarter for two 
pounds, thus entailing a loss upon the dollar 
by overweight of seven and one-half cents, or 
not less than one and one-half cents more than 
the estimated profit on the two pounds. 

A person who would be this careless in 
weighing coffee would in all probability be 
just as careless in weighing tea, spice or any 
other article. The result would be that he 
would give away every day several dollars 
more than the profit on the goods sold. If 
each clerk in the store is equally as careless, 
one can readily see that the road to bank- 
ruptey is short and wide. At the end of the 
year the proprietor will wonder how it is that 
he has done such a large business and that 
there is a shrinkage in his capital account. 

Another instance: We sent for a pound of 
butter. It weighed one pound three ounces 
plump, and cost us thirty cents. We found 
upon inquiry that this particular tub con- 
tained fifty-six pounds of butter and cost the 
dealer twenty-five cents per pound. It costs 
to cut butter not less than one-half cent per 
pound, due to loss of brine and not being able 
to weigh out in single pounds as many pounds 
as are paid for in the aggregate. Besides the 
cost of selling, every pound must bear its 
proportion of the expenses of doing business, 
which averages eight cents on every dollar's 
worth of goods sold. Hence it is correct and 
honest to one’s self to figure that fifty-six 
pounds of butter invoiced at twenty-five cents 
per pound cost at retail twenty-seven and a 
half cents, or $15.40 for a fifty-six pound tub. 
If in retailing there is some overweight given 
as in the pound we purchased, the result 
would be that the seller, instead of receiving 
$16.80, as he supposes, only gets $14.10, or 
$1.30 below the cost of handling the article. 
He has, through overweight, given away nine 
pounds of butter, or $2.70. In some stores 
one dozen tubs per day are cut up, and if the 
careless weigher does it there will be a big 
undiscovered leak, 

If the coffee dealer retails 100 pounds per 
day and gives the same generous weight as 
he gave the writer, the result would be about 
like this: He will receive $30 for 125 pounds 
of coffee which costs him twenty-five cents 
per pound and 8 per cent., for the cost of sell- 
ing, or a total of $33.75; so that instead of 
making $3, as he would if he had given the 
exact weight, he has lost $3.75 through care- 
lessness. One hundred pounds of coffee at 
twenty-five cents per pound, plus 8 per cent. 
for the cost of the service, is a net cost of 
twenty-seven cents; so that at thirty cents, 
with honest weight, there would be a gain 
of a little over 11 per cent., beyond the ex- 
penses of doing business. Instead of that we 
have a loss of 12% per cent., through over- 
weight. 

Exact weight is the due of every purchaser; 
overweight the foe of every seller, As a 
rule, customers demand down weight, and un- 
less the scales are so adjusted as to overcome 
the overweight given in obedience to this pop- 
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ular demand, the grocer is secretly harboring 
an enemy that in the course of a year will 
steal a large amount of money. 

To avoid this trouble of overweight use only 
the best scales. See to it that every one be 
comes proficient, so that he can quickly give 
the exact weight without conveying to the 
buyer the impression that he is close or stingy. 
Practice will make perfect.—The American 
Grocer. 

What is true of the grocer is true of the 
butcher and the delicatessen dealer.

WELL SUSTAINED PRICES—-THE 
HOME DEMANDS STILL CHIEFLY 
RELIED UPON—EXPORTERS LIGHT 
BUYERS. 


Most of the traders here have little else to 
do just now but to appear regularl¥ in the 
customary corner of the Exchange and to sell 
odds and ends of their own holdings, as per- 
haps never before even at this late period of 
the year have they been so closely sold out; 
they have had a good season’s trading and are 
not grumbling over their enforced idleness, 
particularly as the close of the current month 
will see them again figuring extensively, with 
the possibilities then of demands springing 
up for the new crop for future deliveries. The 
bulk of the present trading, therefore, is to 
one source of distribution, and which alone is 
able, to meet demands for all grades, partic- 
ularly when calling for large quantities. It is 
not often at this late period of the year, in 
which trading is usually in the high grades, 
particularly in butter qualities, white and 
winter yellow, that these descriptions have 
been so freely taken as this season. For a 
month or more there have been steady ex- 
ceptionally large sales of white and winter 
yellow, and the current week has hardly 
shown a diminution of these demands, But 
it must not be considered that compound lard 
and the various cotton oil stearine compounds 
are as actively sought after just now as lat- 
terly. ‘These manufactured goods had had an 
exceptionally brisk trading for two or three 
weeks, through which home distributers and 
export markets were to that extent temporar- 
ily supplied and by which large buying inter- 
est was momentarily, in some directions, ex- 
hausted, while a lapse of time is required to 
furnish invigoration to affairs. Moreover, as 
there has been a slight yellow fever scare this 
week, while it does not require much in the 
way of an alarm from that sickness to upset 
the provision market, the pure lard market has 
had a turn to easier prices, while it is some- 
what unsettled over possible further unfavor- 
able reports concerning the sickness. There- 
fore, naturally compound lard buyers would 
be reserved, while they are aided in being 
more so from the fact of their late full buy- 
ing. But the fact that the compound lard 
business is quieter and that pure lard is in a 
rather more nervous condition from the yellow 
fever reports, no effect has been or is likely 
to be felt upon the cotton oil position for near 
future deliveries except in the retarding of an 
advanced line of prices, while for reasons that 
have been referred to in our previous reviews, 
a material higher line of prices for the oil is 
not desired by any one in the oil trade. There 
will be no difficulty in holding a firm market 
for the oil, by reason of the amount of the 
supplies, while an accession of strength, which 
would come with an increase of current de- 
mands, is to be feared at this late period of 
the year rather than encouraged, however 
welcome it would have been a couple of 
months since. That fats are being actively 
consumed at the principal Continental mar- 
kets is shown by the enormous business in 
tallow on French and German account in this 
market from time to time, for no sooner is 
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an important accumulation of the beef fat 
made here than it is taken up by these export 
markets, while this week the market here is 
cleared of it again and at advanced prices on 
demands from the West, where there are short 
supplies. It is true that one reason for the 
steady large business in tallow in this coun- 
try is the light shipments through last year 
of Australian to England, and the consequent 
turning of demands of the Continent countries 
from England to this country, yet the re- 
ports from all over Europe are of a remark- 
ably healthy business in manufactured goods, 
and a larger absorption of all fats than ordi- 
narily. But the taking of all of this tallow 
from this country makes a higher price for 
it, and which has to be paid by the soap mak- 
ers here, while through this they are enabled 
to meet a stronger price for cotton oil, of 
which they are naturally more active consum- 
ers with the marked difference in its price 
favorable to them. Soap makers all over the 
West are having increasing difficulty in buy- 
ing tallow, while they are having a good 
business in soap they are at present largely 
drawing upon their accumulations of the cot- 
ton oil, since they can do little further in the 
way of buying until the new crop is offered. 
It looks as though the export business in tal- 
low on Continent account must continue 
through the remainder of this year, and that 
the soap trade of this country will be anxious 
over their offerings of the new crop of oil, 
of which they will probably make liberal con- 


tracts at as early a date as permitted. Not 
many mills at present feel like taking the 
risk of selling the oil ahead, and the few sales 
that take place steadily in Texas are not re- 
garded as fixing a general opening market. It 
is quite certain that if soap grades of the oil 
were to be had in a. general way of the old 
crop that they would be taken up at once at 
the current prices, since they are cheap com- 
pared with the cost of tallow, but where they 
are held their stock is not large enough to 
admit of marked activity, while they are 
mostly required by the parties themselves for 
their own makes of soap, or to supply wants 
of their regular customers in Europe in con- 
nection with demands for home distributions 
generally. There is nothing new turning up 
in relation to the export trading. The for- 
eign markets are generally firmly held, but 
they make no important advance in any in- 
stance, while they are still depending in the 
main upon their accumulations and furnish 
few buying orders here. The reasons for a 
net material disturbance to the cotton oil 
situation from the current yellow fever re- 
ports are that the sickness is restricted to a 
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narrow territory which would not interfere 
with transportation in the principal South- 
ern sections, while even if a few cases should 
appear spread through the South and quaran- 
tine laws should be enforced by which the 
lard market might be further affected the in- 
fluence on cotton oil would be offset by the 
consequent belated season for the new oil 
crop, in the delayed shipments of seed and 
interference generally with the make and mar- 
keting of oil. The sales here for this week 
have been 1,800 bbls. prime yellow at 26@ 
2614c, chiefly at 26%c; 1,500 bbls. good off 
yellow at 25@25%¢c; 1,000 bbls do. at 2546c; 
250 bbls. red at 24c, with white and winter 
yellow essentially as quoted last week.

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MEAT FOR MILLIONS. 


(Continued from last week.) 

These feed-pipes draw their supply from a 
series of great kettles in which the animal 
fat is melted and purified, until it pours into 
the last kettle, after a final filtering, quite 
transparent. Let no one be deceived by its 
innocent look,- however, for this is boiling oil 
(the temperature, more precisely, is 180°). 

Then a transfer another kettle, 
which comes the gradual cooling on 
turning cylinders filled with ice-water, and 
in a few words, we have the whole 
process of lard-refining, which process is car- 
ried on also in the plants of the company at 
Kansas City and Omaha, the combined annual 
output amounting to 200,000,000 pounds, of 
which 55,000,000 pounds the “Silver 
Leaf” brand. One hundred thousand tons, 
then, is the lard total for a year. Not 
bad as a product of the over-fat hog. 

Presenting now still further the hog’s re- 
sources, | may say that each of these inter- 
esting animals develops inside its ribs a piece 
of fat (weighing eight or ten pounds) so pure 
and highly prized that it alone keeps two 
factories going, one for butterine and one for 
neutral lard used in making butterine. At

the neutral-lard factory you see tons of this 
pure fat (the ‘“‘leaf’’) fed into a hashing ma- 
chine, which discharges it in the form of a 
long, curving white serpent, that looks like 
vanila ice cream, and wriggles its way cease- 
lessly towards four great kettles, through 
which it is twirled and melted and purified 
and filtered until it out pure 
spring water, without taste or smell. In the 
factory cellars this oil is stored by hundreds 
of tierces (the weekly output is half a mil- 
lion pounds), and this, as we shall see in a 
monient, is an important constituent of but 
terine. 

I can promise a pleasant half-hour to who- 
ever visits this butterine factory for the first 
time. Not only is it delightfully clean and 
neat, but all that goes on there is as whole- 
some as the working of a dairy farm. Ladies 
especially delight in it, and are often agree- 
ably surprised, for many of them have 
thought of butterine (I myself had done so) 
as made by some queer chemical process, and, 
therefore, a thing for disapproval and avoid- 
ance. As a matter of fact, chemistry has no 
part whatever in the manufacture of but- 
terine. 

I may as well relate at once my experience 
in the shipping room, where I found myself 
among tubs and tins and baskets and barrels, 
all filled with butterine. Several of these 
were open and sampling-spoons thrust into 
them, 

“Try it,” said the manager, and he set me 
an example. 

I tasted a little from one spoon. Then I 
tasted more. Then I tried other spoons, while 
the manager smiled at me. 

“Well?” he said. 

“It looks like butter,” said I, “and it tastes 
like butter, and, as far as I am concerned, it 
might as well be butter.” 
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“Now try these three,” he continued; “and 
say which you prefer.” 

“This one,” I answered, after careful lip- 
smacking. 

“That is a medinm grade of butterine,” was 
the comment, “and this one which you put 
away is not butterine at all, but pure butter, 
the best in the market.” 

And when you are shown how butterine is 


Not even yet, with all these products, have 
we exhausted the hog’s usefulness, for is he 
not chief contributor to the sausage factory’s 
glory? And a sausage factory is no small af- 
fair—certainly not this one maintained by

made you cease to wonder at its close resem- 
blance to butter, for it is butter, to which has 
been added two tasteless, odorless oils—the 
neutral lard just considered and another 
known as oleo oil, which is made from beef 
suet (in the company’s plant are two factories 
for this oil manufacture). These two 
oils, taken in proper percentages, are churned 
in jacketed vats with ordinary milk and but- 
ter and cream, and the product, after ten min- 
utes, comes out in the same golden globules 
that every country boy has known in his 
churning days—only it comes out 2,500 pounds 
at a time, and discharges into a long trough 
of ice-water driven along by a paddle-wheel 
like a mill-race, 

That is all there is to the making of butter- 
ine; the rest is merely a matter of working 
and salting and packing—everything done, of 
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strung together, that would reach from New 
York to London, and leave a loop hanging 
over for Paris. This factory occupies two 
large five-story buildings, and requires ten 
acres of floor space outside for drying and cur- 
ing. Five hundred men and girls are kept 
busy here. 

Everything is spick-span clean, with a 
wholesome smokehouse odor hanging about, 
und the processes are full of interest. 

First 1 watched one hundred and fifty men 
and white-aproned girls preparing the meat, 
trimming fat, bones, and sinews, and sorting 
it for this grade or that. Then I watched 
the heavy rocking machines, twelve in a row, 
as they cut back and forth with their eight 
knives, each through reddish masses on tables 
that turn beneath them—a giant hash-making 
neither more nor less. Then I saw fifty men

course, on a large scale, with many helping 
hands of girls and men, and special machin- 
ery tohelp them. The factory has a capacity 
of fifteen tons a day, and in 1898 the com- 
pany put on the market 8,116,538 pounds of 
butterine, all plainly marked for what it is, 
as the law requires, with internal revenue 
stamps on the tubs at the rate of 2 cents the 


pound, 
“The demand for butterine is increas- 
ing every year,” said the manager. “It 


has two advantages over butter—it is cheaper, 
and it does not become rancid. Already we 
are sending it all over the world, from Alaska 
to the Cape of Good Hope, from Egypt to 
Japan.” 


stuffing this hash, after a proper cooling of it, 
into the casings, working by hand with great 
pains, for these are the famous “summer” 
sausages, finest quality made, and largely for 
export. The Bolognas and Frankfurters are 
turned out more rapidly in a roaring room 
where the hashing and stuffing is done by 
machines with a capacity of thirty of thirty- 
five tons a day. I also saw a great cooling- 
room where the sausage meat is kept several 
days before stuffing, 250,000 pounds of it at 
a time.

Packers are in a general manner ready sell- 
ers. The prices they now receive surely 
high enough and they know a good thing as 
long as they can enjoy such. 

Sheepskins are in demand, and the packers 
have no trouble in disposing of their present 
take off. Complaints with some purchasers 
of the high prices asked, but then, to use a 
common Western expression, packers have 
whip in hand and the horses finally come to 
their oats.

SUMMARY. 

The present situation in the packer market 
is about all that the packer could wish for. 
Outside prices are being. paid for everything 
at all desirable that he has to offer. Unless 
the wail of the disaffected tanner tends to 
detract from the pleasure of the situation 
there seems no reason why the present lot of 
the packer should not be a happy one. Every- 
thing branded has been well sold up, as have 
most of the other varieties with the exception 
of Texas, which have reached such an alti- 
tude that the blood of the tanner congeals in 
his veins at the mere contemplation of it. 
The situation in the country market contin- 
ues in sympathy with that of its packer con- 
temporary, and while the late volume of busi- 
ness has not been large prices are firmly sus- 
tained and the prospect tends to advance 
rather than to the other direction. This seems 
a logical deduction in view of both the demand 
for and scarcity of stock which characterize 
the present situation,’ Boston is showing a 
strong front on buffs which at this writing 
can be bought as low as 10%c., but no lower. 
Tanners are paying this price under protest 
and unless all signs fail there is likely to 
be greater occasion for objection than exists 
at this writing. The Philadelphia market is 
strong, with most varieties in request at the 
high-dollar. In the New York markets stock 
is sold to kill and prices are firmly sustained. 
If it were not for the rumors and uncertain- 
ties concerning the projected upper and patent 
leather trusts, the demand for hides would 
probably be greatly in excess of the present 
call,

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Germany’s Wool Imports. 

United States Commercial Agent Louis 
Stern, at Bamberg, Germany, writes as fol- 
lows: 

“A noteworthy change in favor of South 
American wool has taken place in German 
imports within the last few years. Whereas 
formerly wool from the English colonies, 
especially Australian wool, formed the main 
portion of German wool imports, the Argen- 
tine Republic has taken since 1897 first rank 
among the countries interested in supplying 
this market. 

“The German wool imports from Great 
Britain consist almost exclusively of Austra- 
lian and Cape wool. According to official 
statistics, Germany imported in 1898 about 
71,000 double cwts. (15,652,660 pounds) of 
Australian and Cape wool and about as much 
in 1897, against 970,000 double ewts. (213,- 
846,000 pounds) in 1895. The wool imported 
from the Argentine Republic, including that 
from Belgium, which is mainly of Argentine 
origin, amounted to 927,000 double cwts. 
(204,366,420 pounds) in 1898, against 770,000 
double ewts. (169,754,200 pounds) in 1897 and 
750,000 double ewts. (165,345,000 pounds) in 
1895. The falling off in the imports of Brit- 
ish colonial wool is chiefly due to the decrease 
in the imports from Australia; the latter have, 
since 1895, gone down by one-third. A further 
decrease in the imports of wool from that 
country is to be expected during the next 
few years: for, according to a report from 
New South Wales, the prolonged drouth has 
caused the colony a direct loss of about 20,- 
000,000 sheep, and the whole production of 
Australian wool has, in a single year, gone 
down from 1,500,000 to 250,000 bales of 
wool.” 


Answers to Correspondents. 


“BEEF HAMS,” OMAHA, NEB.—A good 
beef ham should not have more than 7 to 8 
per cent. of salt in it, by weight, although 
sometimes they run as high as 11 per cent. 
But the latter are not suitable for the best 
trade. A firm of packers whose beef hams 
are known universally, send out a ham, con- 
taining but 6 to 7 per cent. salt. (2) The 
Pork Packers’ Hand Book describes this treat- 
ment. 


PACKER, CHICAGO.—A good saltpetre 
should not have less than 97 to 98 per cent. 
actual saltpetre. If, as you say, your salt- 
petre contains about 5 per cent. of salt, you 
have good cause not to accept the shipment. 
The dark color you speak of is probably due 
to the organic matter there. In a good article 
the organic matter should not exceed from 
five-hundredths to one-tenth of one per cent. 
(2) You must use your own judgment in bas- 





’ ing your claim for a rebate on it, but you are 


certainly, in our opinion, entitled to it.

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To Test the New Oleo Law. 

A company has been formed at Harrisburg, 
Pa., by the name of the Holland Butterine 
Company. Mr. Muehlbronnor, one of the di- 
rectors, has stated that probably a site would 
be selected at Allegheny. This is to be the 
first factory established under the new law 
which forbids the making of colored oleo- 
margarine. The ambiguous section of the act 
reads as follows: “That nothing in this act 
shall be construed to prohibit the manufac- 
ture or sale of oleomargarine, or but- 
terine or any similar substance, free from 
coloration or ingredients that cause it to look 
like butter and in a separate and distinct 
form,” ete. 

Jas. F. Burke, representing the Dairy and 
Food Commissioner, has been in consultation 
with the Attorney-General and has concluded 
to take the bill into the courts on the consti- 
tutionality of the coloring provision. 
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Stock Raisers’ Meeting. 


At the recent meeting of the North Dakota 
Stockmen at Fargo, Colonel Power gave some 
interesting statistical information on develop- 
ment and profit from pure bred stock. 

The meeting willresultin a permanent organ- 
ization which will mean much to the stockmen 
of the State and to Fargo. The exhibits have 
been a marked success. The number of ex- 
hibitors was not as large as it was thought it 
would have been, but the lack of quantity is 
more than made up for in the quality of the 
animals shown. Many stockmen stated em- 
phatically that they would have exhibits there 
next year. 





Rate on Canned Goods. 


The Trunk Line and Central Traffic Asso- 
ciation roads have agreed to a carload rate on 
canned fish, canned fruit and canned vege- 
tables from New Orleans to Montreal of 45 
cents per hundred pounds, This is the same 
rate as last year, the lines north of Ohio 
River getting 27 cents of the total. It applies 
now, however, to carloads of 30,000 minimum 
instead of 24,000 as before. 
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WEEKLY REVIEW.

TALLOW.—At the close of our previous 
week's report we noticed a stronger feeling 
and said that a sale of city in hhds. might oc- 
eur by (Friday) night at 4%c, and which 
would have-brought the market up an addi- 
tional 1-l6c, and that the shippers wete then 
freely bidding 4 7-16c. The next morning it 
transpired that the Western people had taken 
up the large line of 500 hhds. city here at 
4%c, while this was followed by a purchase 
on Saturday of 100 hhds, also for the West 
at 444c. This cleaned up the accumulations 
that had been made that week, and as well 
a fair part of the offerings as well for the cur 
rent week. The appearance of the Western 
demand, and which was the most important 
in months, we had referred to as probable 
at any time. Tallow is scarce at the West, 
where it has sold at 1-16c¢ advance, and has 
a freer demand from its home consumers, who 
are doing a good business in soap, however 
quiet the conditions of trading in the manu- 
factured goods business at the Eastern mar- 
kets. But with this Western demand com 
ing upon this market at a time when it was 
beginning to make important accumulations, 
to taking up all of the important offerings of 
city in hhds. makes a matter of a momentary 
quiet export interest of little importance, ex- 
cept that if it had appeared through the last 
week as competitors for the supplies here 
there would have been an even more material 
hardening of prices. Since the closing out of 
the city in hhds. at 44c, the city melters here 
have been asking 45¢e for hhds., and it would 
be possible to secure about 500 hhds. at that 
for deilvery through about the first half of 
August; at least that is the position up to this 
writing, while the reports of the later mar- 
kets to Friday night will be found on page 42. 
It looks now as though 45%c would have to be 
paid to secure any further parcels of city in 
hhds. and that possibly something may be 
done at that, while if exporters come in there 
will be no question of it; just now exporters 
bid 44,04 9-16c. The export markets want 
further supplies, but they hold off to the last 
moment in hopes of bettering their trading 
basis, while the Western demand was prob- 
ably a surprise to them, since it took away 
one of their chief clubs which they had used

against bullish views, in the permitting of an 
important accumulation in the melters’ hands 
before trading. The entire portion looks 
healthy for the near future, while if Western 
demand ceases the exporters ought to get work 
again soon over general supplies, while they 
are even now working steadily on choice 
grades, of which they are picking up sundry 
small lots at strong prices. The London 
market is stronger; at the auction sale there 
on Wednesday 1,200 casks were offered and 
900 casks sold, with the prices unchanged to 
Sd higher, and some cables quoting a more 
important advance. The Chicago market is 
up to 5e for prime packers, and it is under- 
stood here that sales have been made there at 
that price. 

Country made tallow is arriving a little more 
freely in New York and is taken up chiefly 
by the home trade at better prices than last 
week, with sales for the week of 325,000 
pounds at 4%@4%c, as to quality. 

OLEO-STEARINE.—Theie is a very s.rong 
market here, with the pressers well sold up. 
and more or less demand prevailing from the 
lard refiners, with, 75,000 pounds taken at 
T4e, and T%4ec further bid, with 7%c asked. 
At Chicago it is understood here that there 
are offers to sell there at 744c of some lots 
that had been held speculatively, but that the 
pressers there, who have small supplies, 
ask Se. 


LARD STEARINE.—Oceasional = small 
sules show close to a 7c market. There is 
little coming from the West, and about the 
only trading is in light quantities to re- 
finers in conjunction with the steady sales of 
city for export. 


GREASE.—The temper of business this 
week has shown that exporters are more in- 
terested, and that the pressers having a freer 
sale for the stearine are as well in the mar- 
ket for suitable grades of grease, while the 
supplies are not large, and the disposition is 
to hold the market firmer. “A” white quoted 
at 4@4\4c, “B” white at 3%c, yellow at 34@ 
o'4c, bone and house at 3%@A4c. 

GREASE STEARINE.—Exporters have 
shown some interest, more especially in nice 
yellow grades, although they have bought 
white moderately, while paying stronger prices 
all around. White quoted at 4%c and yellow 
at 45¢c, 


LARD OIL.—The consumption of the oil is 
rarely as brisk in the summer season as this 
year, and at one time or another a good busi- 
ness is going on here, while steady large buy- 
ing is not among the expectations when there 
are reactions in the lard market, with the con- 
sequent hopes of the large manufacturers that 
they will get the oil cheaper; some conces- 
sions from recent outside prices were made 
this week, when sales ranged from 42c to 44c 
per large and small lots. 


CORN OIL.—The shippers have been more 
freely interested this week over the offerings, 
and with increased sales for future delivery 
the tone of the market is quite steady. Quoted 
at $3.50 to $3.75 for large and small lots.

3. SOMETHING TO CORRECT. 


While I am dealing with fish glue | must 
point out something I think hurts the sale of 
this article, as it causes mahy failures wher- 
ever fish glue is used, specially in cold 
weather. 

The instructions on the glue cans generally 

state that “‘the glue need not be heated at all. 
and if too thick thin it-put-with vinegar.” It 
is this statement, I -think, oaght to be al- 
tered. The truth is that fish glue, like all 
other glues, works better the warmer it is, 
partly because heat makes it thin of flow, 
and 60 enables the surface more readily to ab- 
sorb the glue and to retain it, but chiefly 
for-the reason that the affinity of a glue liquid 
“for any surface (that is its “adhesion’’) is 
the greater the warmer it is. Of course, it 
can be worked at ordinary temperature, say 
jround 60 degrees F. (15%4 degrees C.), but 
the chances are then not in favor of the best 
results, and a drop of 10 degrees IF. (or about 
5 degrees C.) will make the glue thick like 
amolasses, and--that must result in a weak 
joint. If we now try to remedy the excessive 
thickness (when the glue is cold) by thinning 
it out, that adds further weakness to the glue 
with the same result—a poor joint. 

We should therefore alter these instructions, 
saying that glue should always be perfectly 
liquid when used, and never put on cold sur 
faces, further stating that the best tempera 
ture is around 120 degrees F. (about 50 de 
gkées C.), and that the glue should never 
be used colder than 85 degrees F. (about 30 
degrees C.). At this temperature it should be 
just thick enoigh for all ordinary purposes, 
and that precludes the possibility of getting a 
good result with the same glue at 50 degrees 
F. (10 degrees C.) if we try to make it answer 
the purpose by adding vinegar or water. 

I admit that the small glasses sold for 
household purposes, may, perhaps, not be so 
attractive to some buyers, if they read that 
the glue should be warmed before used; but 
the sale.of this article ought to be of second- 
ary. importance, and, in the long run, it will 
pay better to give all buyers, even the small 
ones, the best article and full and correct in- 
struétions.

V. Conclusions. 
To sum it up I recommend 
A. FOR THE TRADE IN GENERAL. 

1. The adoption of the testing system, here 
described for all glues, whether liquid or dry, 
on basis of equivalency of adhesion (or vis- 
cosity) with the additional determination of 
both cohesion (or strength) and the congealing 
point (or setting) FOR SUCH LIQUID SO- 


LUTIONS WHICH ALL HAVE THE 
SAME VISCOSITY. 
2. The abandonment of the jelly test (or 


cup test) as basis for the valuation of glue. 

3. That all glues should be sold under guar- 
anteed tests, somewhat on the lines indicated 
in this paper. 
B. FOR THE FISH GLUE 

CIALLY. 

Thos who manufacture this article will find 
it advisable, I think: 

lL. To adopt the same tests as are used for 
other glues, and? to market their goods on 
basis of such tests. 

2. To state for all liquid fish glues how 
much dry glue the solutions really contain. 

3. To offer the fish glue to various new 
trades herein indicated, and especially to the 
manufacturers of ordinary dry glue all over 
the world. 

4. To manufacture various grades of fish 
glue. Specially would it pay well to make 
glue from the fish sounds. This can easily 
be done by working up the various raw ma- 
‘terials separately. 

5. To alter the faulty instructions generally 
printed on the cans or glasses containing fish 


glue.

c. FOR ALL FISH PRODUCERS. 

I think it will pay well to save all the ref- 
use, and to cure it so as to make it market- 
able as glue stock, specially such hones where 
the sounds or the bladders are still attached. 
Such stock is very valuable, and will fetch an 
extra price on account of the excellent glue 
that can be made from this material. 

D. TO ALL GLUE CONSUMERS. 

A few words to this very numerous class. 
It is fully as much in their interest to study 
this paper as it is for the comparative few 
for whom it is directly written; for the adop- 
tion of such selling methods as here described 
will, on an average, save not less than one- 
third of the annual glue bill for any consumer. 

We need the help of all those interested in 
this trade in order to introduce the reforms, 
and to do that the consumer can help us 
very effectively—simply by giving up his own 
prejudice, the main point of which is that he 
really believes he now knows all about glue, 
and that he is fully able to test it, at least 
for all his own purposes, for that he cannot 
do. 

While it was quite natural that he once 
was led to think that “he knew it all,” and 
that he always could get the best of a glue 
salesman, we must not forget to state, right 
here (and very emphatically, too), that it is 


just this unique pigheadedness which is the 


very cause of the present state of affairs. In 
fact, it seems correct to say that it is the only 
reason for it; because nobody can for a mo- 
ment doubt that the glue makers would long 
ago have abandoned their fallacious notions 
about glue testing if the consumers by a 
careful study of the matter had shown them 
that they were less ignorant. 

Once the buyer has a chance to get all the 
information he needs, and once he sees how 
the figures given apply directly to his own 
wants he will certainly admit that he is there- 
by a gainer, and that a reliable physical anal- 
ysis is more than he can expect from a mas- 
ter mechanic or from a cabinet maker. 

Yes, he will some day find out and even 
admit that such figures (as found in a test 
report) enable the workman to do better work 
and to prevent the waste of material. This 
once recognized, he will certainly give the 
tested glue the preference, and be glad to pay 
for it a better price than he can afford to 
give for unknown goods without any test 
guarantee. 

Of course, the glue makers have their 
blame, too, and I am going to speak plainly 
about this matter to all. They know their 
present system of valuation to be faulty; but 
they fancy that it enables them to make a 
guess at the real value of glue; that makes 
it good enough, they think. Withal it remains 
a stubborn fact that glue is a difficult article 
to sell with reasonable profit, and that the 
selling expenses cut deep into the surplus. 
They are loath to acknowledge that this is so 
because it has been difficult to ascertain the 
real value of glue and to judge it for practi- 
cal purposes. But make it easy to judge the 
glue, and it will be easily sold, and if that 
is so with dry or hard glue, it applies, of 
course, with tenfold force to liquid fish glue. 

As we now have for the glue trade a ra- 
tional testing system applicable to all glues, 
it is time that talk should “go out” and facts 
finally “come in” and be made the basis of all 
business transactions of this trade.

The constitutionality of the State fertilizer 
law is to be tested by certain Pennsylvania 
fertilizer manufacturers. The law provides 
that the State Board of Agriculture may se- 
lect samples of fertilizers in any part of the 
Commonwealth. The expense of this work is 
paid out of the license fees collected from the 
manufacturers. The State Department of 
Agriculture, the successor of the board, has 
agents in different parts of the State, whose 
duty it is to select and forward samples. 
These samples are analyzed by the State 
chemists, and the results reported in bulletins 
issued by the department. The manufactur- 
ers say that these agents are, at least indi- 
rectly, inspectors, and that, therefore, the law 
violates that portion of the State Consitution 
which positively prohibits the appointment or 
use of inspectors for any product.

basis. The only way to do that in a proper 
sense was to make the “boss” pay as he goes 
on as few days of grace as possible. A state 
of trade leading to this will be initiated on 
Monday, August 7, when the Greater New 
York and Jersey City credit agreement goes 
into effect. The wholesalers have been earn- 
estly at work on the details of this agreement 
since the beginning of the year, though its 
initial stages date back into the closing months 
of 1898. There are sixty parties to this credit 
arrangement, the details of the machinery of 
which are private matters to the parties to it. 
That part in which the marketman and deli- 
eatessen dealer are vitally interested is its ef- 
fect upon his cash when he buys stuff for his 
cooler. To the butcher the whole thing is 
hewed down to the bare question of time and 
pay. Ag to this matter, the conditions of the 
agreement are that all bills for purchases 
made during the week must be paid on or 
before the Monday following. For instance, 
all purchases made on Monday, Tuesday, 
Wednesday, Thursday, Friday and Saturday, 
August 7, 8, 9, 10, 11 and 12, must be paid on 
or before Monday, August 14, and so on from 
week to week. If not, the account stops all 
around. The benefit of this to the legitimate 
trade is plain. The best butchers pay cash 
anyhow, or virtually so. This agreement only 
hits the unscrupulous and those careless mar- 
ketmen who have allowed themselves to drift 
into a state of mummied accounts. The ten- 
dency and the ultimate result of this plan 
will be to make the trade healthier. It will 
make butchers and others more cautious. A 
man will now think and figure on his meat 
and his cash before he ventures into a shop, 


or on a purchase, It will also make him jostle 
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his customer and keep his own credit accounts 
It will kili

THE CREDIT AGREEMENT, 


The wholesale credit agreement of Greater 
New York and adjacent territory has been 
signed, the provision for the arbitrator be- 
tween the parties at interest and all the 
necessary minutia of the complicated instru- 
ment arranged and the working of the agree- 
ment will be put in motion Monday, August 
7. There are 60 parties to this paper, which 
will require weekly cash payments or cash 
after a week of credit. The decision to give 
up free delivery of stuff to butchers, etc., is 
more of an addenda than part of the agree- 
ment itself, though it is in the general scheme, 
and goes into effect at the same time. 

The parties to this credit arrangement have 
been dickering over its details since last fall. 
The plan itself has been practically 
agreed upon since last June, only two hold- 
ing aloof on minor matters. The sixty sign- 
ers are now in full accord, the arbitration of 
differences having been satisfactorily adjust- 
ed. There is every reason to believe that t&e 
document will have a successful life and a 
beneficial one. Purchases of the week before 
must be settled for on or before the Mon- 
day following the sale. That is, purchases 
made, for instance, during the week ending 
Saturday, August 12, must be paid on or be- 
fore Monday, August 14, and so on from week 
to week, 

There was considerable hitch and much dis- 
cussion over the delivery system. Brooklyn, 
for instance, had free delivery, but no credit. 
New York had credit, but practically no free 
delivery, The agreement calls for weekly credit 
allowed and no free delivery of goods except 
in a few specially cited outlying places. A 
packers’ system of delivery is provided for un- 
der a fixed graduated scale which the pur- 
chaser can use, or he may have any other ex- 
press make his deliveries for him under his 
own arrangement with them. The butcher 
can, of course, have his own stuff if he so de- 
sires. The wholesalers do not care to have 
the delivery, as the rate in the agreement 
scale is ruinously low. The credit agree- 
ment includes all of the Western houses, and 
nearly all of the Eastern concerns. Some of 
the “city dressed” people have held aloof from 
signing it. Whatever wisdom there is in 
the whole scheme will be detected in the work- 
ing of it. Such agreements have been decided 
time and again by the courts all over the coun- 
try to be legal. They are not in the nature of 
trusts, but mere collecting agencies regardless 
of competition and the prices of things.

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COLLECTION OF OVERDUE AC- 
COUNTS. 

In the matter of the collection of “overdue 
accounts” a writer of thirty years’ experi- 
ence, in the “‘Lawyer and Credit Man,” says: 

“A fruitful source of fatal delay is the 

‘draft system.’ In earlier years the merchant 
deemed it a disgrace to allow a draft to be 
returned, but the present practice has ren- 
dered him callous. He knows that the draft 
is generally what he terms a ‘bluff,’ and can 
be safely ignored. He can refuse payment 
of all drafts, and thus stave off his creditors 
until claims are placed in attorney’s hands, 
and then he can resort to other schemes. We 
do not disparage the custom of sending out 
drafts for accounts upon their maturity, but 
we do criticise the practice of sending our 
drafts through various agencies mogth by 
month until the account becomes stale and 
odorous in the endeavor to collect the debt 
upon a petty percentage.” 
* Another serious source of delay is the prac- 
tice of sending out claims for collection stated 
as “to balance.” No dates of debt or credit 
ure given, and the debtor can easily say that 
the account is not correct and he does not owe 
the sum demanded. The attorney writes 
through his committing agency for a “‘month- 
ly statement,” and it takes from three days to 
a week to get it. When the statement finally 
arrives, the debtor still has an opportunity of 
disputing the credits, and thus much time is 
lost. In many cases, this delay is fatal. 
Other and more careful creditors have for- 
warded their claims and have taken proceed- 
ings which antedate the negligent one. 

The first test of the National bankruptcy 
law under the act of 1898 is now being made 
at Sunbury, Pa., in the case of S. L. Arnold 
& Son, of Market street. 

This concern “preferred” creditors which 
the act prohibits. This case is now before 
United States District Judge Buffington, at 
l’ittsburg. 

For the information of our readers we will 
say that under this bankruptcy act, a mer- 
chant owing $500, or more, can be thrown 
into involuntary bankruptcy by his creditors, 
provided he has violated any of the provisions 
of the act; or he may have himself declared a 
bankrupt, which is termed voluntary bank- 
ruptey. In either case, his property is di- 
vided among all the creditors pro rata, after 
which he is free from all debt. Ie’ 

‘the New York Credit Men’s Association 
suggests, among others, the following changes 
in the national bankruptcy act: ' 

That a law should be passed making ex- 
emptions for debtors uniform throughout the 
States. 

That each bankrupt must have kept a set 
of books or records of his business and pro- 
duce them, failure to do which is fair pre- 
suniption of intention to commit fraud. 

That the estate must pay at least 33 1-3 per 
cent, to the creditors, exce pting with the con- 
sent of three-fourths of his creditors, and two- 
thirds of the value of his liabilities before the 
bankrupt can obtain his discharge. 

‘That to secure the best referees of the court 
their compensation must be increased.

That'‘is just the number of 
rabbits Pittsburg and their native town eat 
annually. The advantage of the Belgian hare 
is that he grows as quickly as the common 
field rodent and dresses on the average, four 
pounds to the carcass, while our domestic 
bunny scales, dressed, about two and a quar- 
ter pounds, The Belgian hare is fairly pro- 
lific, breeding three to four times a year and 
dropping an average litter of six each time. 
They are good grazers, but their constitutions 
are nearly as tender as their meat, so they 
must be carefully housed from cold, and care- 
fully innoculated against disease.
